They were released in bonds ot $10,- 
000 each, and their preliminary hear­ 
ing was set for Monday.

burg and Holsapple 
immunity 
for 
their 
part 
in 
the 
attack on 
the 
Looneys who were set upon by 
a 
gang in a pistol ficht. The fight, the 
affidavits said, was the climax of a 
series of meetings of those named in 
the sworn statem ents, who planned 
to drive the elder Looney from the 
city. 
The accused had decided the au­ 
thorities were lax and no prosecution 
uf Looney could be hoped for from, 
those in power, since no action had 
been taken concerning the deaths of 
several men in gang lights in which 
Looney was involved, the affidavits 
said. 
Various means of 
compelling 
;he Looneys to leave were consider­ 
ed, tlie statem ent said, until the re­ 
volver fight occurred in the center 
<*f the_ business district, 
in 
which 
youiitf Looney was .slain. 
Billburg, Holsapple, George Buck­ 
ley and Dan Drost were found guilty 
of the killing and sentenced to pris­ 
on. Applications for new' trials were 
oenied by the state supreme court a 
lew days ago.

director, if not the actual head of 
the conspiracy in which lm is al­ 
leged to have had a dozen or more 
aides. 
The killings of Airs. Mors, with 
which “Kid” McCoy 
is 
charged, 
served, insofar as the conspiracy is 
concerned, it is said, merely to pro­ 
vide the first definite lead into the 
smuggling maze, some of h r jew­ 
elry having been identified aft* r the 
crime as part of the illicit imports. 
A similar lead was open**d in Los 
Angeles Monday with the killing of 
H arry I Katz and officials estim ate 
that 
“several 
hundred” 
persons 
scattered 
widely 
throughout 
the 
country have come innocently into 
possession cf the smuggled gems, 
half 
of 
which, 
they 
think,

never be identified. 
Although much work remains for 
the customs agents in searching out 
further details of the conspiracy, their 
success thus far has been such that 
the treasury felt justified in making 
public part of the story as reported 
by officials in New York. The smug­ 
glers are said to have maintained 
their headquarters in New York, but

Most of the jew­ 
elry, the agents report* d, was pur­ 
chased by the smugglers in Austria 
and Germany, with the depreciated 
currencies of those nations, after 
some of it had found its way out 
of Russia.

The theory that the blast was ¡ 
caused by the premature explosion1 
of a bomb which had been sent 
through the mails ws^s advanced by 
postal authorities, police and fire­ 
men, who worked all night by aid 
of search lights, scouring the wreck­ 
age for dues. 
No fragment of a 
bomb or other explosive wa3 found, j 
however.

A clever narrative of an American's ad­ 
venture in getting his breakfast in a con­ 
ventional 
French 
hotel

The writer sets forth that he was 
without previous experience in traveling 
in foreign lands and without expert ad­ 
vice in various particulars. He found him­ 
self and his family in the dining room of 
his hotel and in the effort to breakfast ac­ 
cording to the accepted American fashion. 
Of course, there was some parleying when 
it became known that his family would 
not be content with coffee and rolls and 
in limited French they contrived to get 
what they wanted. 
Giving what is wanted is one of the 
best things the French hotel people do, al­ 
ways mindful of the additional American 
dollars and the conventional ten per cent 
which is part and parcel of "l’addicion.”

Americans have been amused in pursuing 
their American routine 
after 
they have 
been initiated in watching their loss well- 
informed compatriots make their break­ 
fast wants known. 
As the Britisher sticks to his tea at 5 
o’clock in the afternoon, so the French­ 
man is loyal to his breakfast of coffee 
and rolls, but, do not be deceived; the 
Frenchman who is catering to American 
palates is not insisting that his overseas 
guest follow the French custom. 
Not at 
all. 
It is really not a bit difficult to 
get from the kitchen just about what is 
wanted— even if the breakfast waits while 
the chef sends the garcon to a market. 
This thing of dilating on the difference be­ 
tween dejeuner and dejeuner a la forch- 
ette makes for cleverness in conversation, 
but the 
American 
dollar, 
expressed in 
francs, is on intimate terms with whatever 
is within reason. 
Long experience with 
tourists from every clime has made the 
French restrainer a most versatile fellow, 
ready and willing to oblige at all hours 
of the day and night and to render a serv­ 
ice which is much too uncommon in Amer­ 
ican hotels and restaurants.

The attainment of a small fortune 
during life lies, to a greater degree 
than we like to admit, within our­ 
selves. To save and to build upon 
what we save, year after year, no 
matter how small the amount, is 
largely a matter of characer. That 
brings a modest fortune within the 
reach of most men. Small savings 
soundly invested 
and 
re-invested, 
with the accumulations of interest 
or dividends 
regularly 
re-invested, 
soon 
row into large savings. 
That is the principle by which sav­ 
ings banks grow. It is the principle 
upon which investors should operate. 
The man who deposits $50 without 
interest monthly over a period of 
forty years will have saved by the 
end of the fortieth year $24,000. It 
is something, then, just to save re­ 
gularly.
